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South Somerset councillors give their chardTow n Tea m hosting 
'overwhelming'support to Local Plan 


DISTRICT councillors have voted “over¬ 
whelmingly” to adopt the South Somerset 
Local Plan (2006-2028), which sets out 
guidelines for future development of the 
area. 

The decision to adopt the Local Plan was taken 
at last week’s full council meeting after receiving 
the government-appointed inspector’s report in 
January 2015, which concluded that the plan was 
“sound” and, subject to the inclusion of 12 modi¬ 
fications, could proceed to officially adopted. 

The finalised plan sets out proposals to deliver 
15,950 homes and 11,250 jobs in South Somerset 
by 2028. It focuses on delivering the majority of 
growth in Yeovil as the district’s main settlement 
with additional growth targeted towards the larger 
towns such as Chard, Crewkerne, Wincanton and 
Ilminster. The overall aim is to deliver sustainable 
development, capitalising on South Somerset’s 
unique assets whilst protecting the wider country¬ 
side. 

Councillor Tim Carroll, deputy leader and port¬ 
folio holder for finance and spatial planning, com¬ 
mented: “This now marks the end of what has been 
a pretty lengthy process. From the outset, we were 


document rather than processing it in separate 
parts as in examples like Croydon and Mendip. 

“This is because we considered that it was im¬ 
perative to get in as much detail as we could at the 
earliest opportunity - doing it this way gives far 
more certainty and clarity and adds to our ability 
to resist inappropriate and speculative planning ap¬ 
plications. 

“When we started out preparing the Local Plan, 
housing and employment growth levels for the dis¬ 
trict were dictated by the Regional Spatial Strat¬ 
egy, which specified an equivalent housing 
requirement of 21,600 dwellings for the period 
2006 to 2028. 

Reasonable and realistic figures 

“With the demise of the Regional Strategies, we 
did undertake a very comprehensive exercise to 
determine what the likely housing and employ¬ 
ment requirements were likely to be and a more 
reasonable and realistic figure of 15,950 was 
adopted and accepted by the planning inspector. 

“South Somerset is the largest district council in 
the South West, with more residents and busi¬ 
nesses than any other in the region. We need to 
maintain and build on the strengths of our local 
economy, ensure adequate housing provision for

Council forced to close skatepark but 
hopes that replacement is on horizon 


CREWKERNE Town Council has been forced to 
close its skatepark at happy Valley following a re¬ 
cent inspection, but is looking for volunteers to 
help with its £60,000 replacement project. 

Anyone interested in helping to establish a re¬ 
placement skatepark is asked to contact the 
town council. The project is already well under¬ 
way, and it is hoped the town will be without a 
skatepark for only a shorter period of time than 
first expected. 

Town clerk Annette Roffey said: "Crewkerne 
Town Council regrets that it is necessary to close 
the skatepark in Happy Valley. A recent inspec¬ 
tion has revealed that due to its age the condi¬ 
tion of the equipment is no longer suitable for 
use and must be removed as soon as possible. 

"However, for the past six months a group of 
young people has been working with the council 
on a proposal for a replacement skatepark. The 
members of A Better Skatepark in Crewkerne 


(ABSIC) have already met with a professional de¬ 
signer who has put forward a plan based on their 
ideas. "The cost of the new skatepark will be 
about £60,000, so the teenagers have been busy 
raising money and awareness for their project. 
They have written to various local organisations 
and businesses and have also held fundraising 
stalls. 

"This month they are fortunate to have been 
accepted for the Waitrose 'green token' commu¬ 
nity scheme. Recently they ran a very successful 
cake sale in Falkland Square where they not only 
raised over £70, but also received admiration 
from many members of the public for their mo¬ 
tivation and commitment."

Local volunteer organisations receive 
almost £230,00 in community grants 

ATOTAL of almost £230,000 in community grants 
has been approved by South Somerset District 
Council's Executive Committee. 

The precise sum of £229,990 will be shared be¬ 
tween South Somerset Voluntary & Community 
Action (£74,260), Access for All, (£8,000), volun¬ 
tary arts organisations Actiontrack, Take Art, 

Somerset Art Works and Somerset Film (totalling 
£18,000), Somerset Rural Youth Project (£8,000), 
and South Somerset Citizens' Advice (£121,730). 

Council leader Ric Pallister said:"I am delighted 
that once again the council has been able to fully 
support the key voluntary sector organisations 
that work so hard for our community day in and 
day out. 

"The fact that youth services and the arts, who 
have suffered the most from funding cuts, are re¬ 
ceiving financial support is really important, es¬ 
pecially for our rural villages. 

"Testament to how much difference the organ¬ 
isations make, was highlighted last winter as 
South Somerset Voluntary Community Action 


stepped up to the task of masterminding and co¬ 
ordinating the huge numbers of volunteers from 
across the UK. 

"Those volunteers came to Somerset's aid dur¬ 
ing and after the major floods; a huge task given 
the extent of the flooding across the County and 
the numbers of people forced out of their homes. 
The Citizens'Advice Bureau once again received 
the highest award and rightly deserved for the 
work they do supporting people in crisis across 
the whole of the district." 

Councillor Sylvia Seal, portfolio holder for 
leisure and culture, added: "Officers and mem¬ 
bers at the district council work hard to provide 
advice and support to the voluntary sector. We 
are pleased to support such a range of voluntary 
sector organisations once again this year." 

The council awarded £374,443 in grants to 84 
voluntary sector and community projects in 
2013/14.

“So the adoption of this Local Plan is a signifi¬ 
cant achievement for South Somerset, especially 
when so many other plans across the country are 
failing to reach this stage. We have worked hard 
to overcome previous setbacks to satisfy the In¬ 
spector that we now have a robust plan that can 
shape the future of the district. 

“I am also very pleased that when it came to the 
final vote on adoption, the Local Plan was over¬ 
whelmingly supported by 44 councillors across the 
political spectrum, with only five others abstaining 
and none voting against. 

“This is by no means the end of the process, the 
task now is to deliver on the strategy and realise 
the much needed homes and jobs in the district and 
bring about long term positive benefits to South 
Somerset.”

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Fire crews rescue man 
trapped during blaze 

FIREFIGHTERS freed a man trapped in a house on 
fire in Middle Path, Crewkerne. 

The dramatic incident happened in the early 
hours of Wednesday, March 11 th, the alarm being 
raised just before 1.30am. 

Fire engines from Crewkerne, Yeovil and Beamin- 
ster were despatched, and a spokesperson for the 
fire and rescue service said: "A male was stuck 
within a first floor bedroom filled with smoke and 
was unable to get out. Fire control stayed on the 
phone to the gentleman who was able to get to 
an open window until the fire crews arrived. 

"An ambulance was also mobilised due to the 
nature of the incident. On arrival the crews con¬ 
firmed that there was a fire in the living room 
which was directly below the bedroom with the 
gentleman inside. 

"They used a ladder to rescue the male from the 
bedroom and remove him to safety, he was then 
treated immediately by ambulance staff who were 
also in attendance. " 

A neighbour was also removed from their prop¬ 
erty and treated for smoke inhalation. The fire 
within the living room was extinguished by crews 
using two breathing apparatus set wearers and a 
hose reel jet. 

"The property was then ventilated using a posi¬ 
tive pressure ventilation fan. A fire investigation is 
being undertaken to ascertain the cause of the 
fire."

Mr Thomas was born in East Chin- 
nock in 1923 and moved to Higher 
Easthams Farm, Crewkerne, at the age 
of three. 

His involvement with and commit¬ 
ment to community life has been de¬ 
scribed as “legendary.” He was a 
founding member of Crewkerne Young 
Farmers, involved with the formation 
of Crewkerne Sports Club, a leading 
member of the local Rotary, Round 
Table and Probus clubs to mention only 
a few. 

His commitment and selflessness 
were highlighted in a eulogy at the fu¬ 
neral by friend Tim Udall, who said: 
“Whenever any of the sports clubs 
wanted something done, were it mow¬ 
ing or rolling the field or moving and 



storing equipment, George would be 
round with his tractor and trailer, 
mower or heavy roller and get the job 
done. 

“His achievements are too many to 
list, and the fact that Mr Thomas was 
officially recognised for his community 
work when winning the Honorary Cit¬ 
izen of Crewkerne title in 2008 con¬ 
firms his commitment and selfless 
work for the benefit of others. 

“George, well done. You had wonder¬ 
ful innings. We admired and enjoyed 
every moment of it.”

Drivers encouraged to slow down through Watergore 


A COMMUNITY-backed scheme to reduce vehicle 
speeds through Watergore, near South Petherton, 
has now been completed. 

Somerset County Council has been carrying out 
improvements along Harp Road (the old A303) 
which runs through Watergore between the South 
Petherton and Lopen roundabouts. The existing 
road is wide which encourages drivers to speed so 
improved signs and markings have been introduced 
to highlight the 40mph speed limit. Bus stops along 
the route have also been upgraded. 

These measures were funded by Somerset County 
Council under the Small Improvement Schemes 
programme and supported by the parish council 
and WAASP - the Watergore Action Against Speed¬ 
ing Protest group.

ning these improvements and I'm very pleased we 
have been able to take action to address their con¬ 
cerns about speeding. 

"The Small Improvements Scheme programme is 
in place for exactly this reason - so we can use local 
knowledge to target our funding towards areas of 
need."

Yeovil Hospital chosen to 
help transform patient care 

YEOVIL Hospital has been named by NHS England 
as one of 29 "vanguard" sites that will help transform 
care for patients across the country. 

In January, the NHS invited individual organisa¬ 
tions and local health and social care partnerships 
to apply to become "vanguard" sites for the New 
Care Models Programme, which looks at ways to in¬ 
novate and improve healthcare in Britain. Out of 
over 260 applications, a partnership of organisa¬ 
tions led by Yeovil Hospital has been selected as one 
of the 29 sites to receive support from the New Care 
Models Programme. 

Yeovil Hospital will receive a bespoke package of 
national support and will be able to utilise a 
£200million transformation fund to help join up GP, 
hospital, community and mental health services in 
an effort to redesign care in Yeovil and improve local 
health services for patients. 

The partnership, led by Yeovil Hospital, wants to 
see closer working between GPs in South Somerset, 
hospitals, community staff and social workers. This 
will allow them to share expertise, resources and in¬ 
formation so that patients will receive faster access 
to the right care and avoid unnecessary admissions 
to hospital. 

Yeovil Hospital, along with a small number of 
other"vanguard"trusts and Clinical Commissioning 
Groups, will be taking the national lead on develop¬ 
ing a new, integrated health and social care system 
which could provide the blueprint for the future of 
the NHS. 

Yeovil MP David Laws welcomed the news this 
week, commenting: "The management team at 
Yeovil Hospital has been working on their plans for 
an integrated health and social care system for 
some time, and I am delighted that their expertise 
and their hard work have now been formally recog¬ 
nised. 

"This is fantastic news for patients in our area, and 
we should be mightily proud that our hospital and 
local healthcare providers are leading the way on a 
national level. I have been really impressed by Yeovil 
Hospital's drive to create a more joined up system 
which better serves patients, and it is great to see 
the South Somerset partnership selected as a 'van¬ 
guard'site."
